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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 ? 3-5, 7, 8, and 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wallin (4064305). 

Wallin teaches yarns comprising 10% stainless steel fibers and 90% polyester fibers for 
use in a fabric (Abstract) having fiber cut lengths of between 60 and 80 mm, metallic fiber 
weight of between 2 and 15%, for use in a fabric in the warp and weft directions capable of being 
used as protection against electro magnet pollution, decoration, clothes, water use, and similar 
goods. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over obvious over 
Wallin. 

Wallin essentially teaches the invention as discussed above, but fails to specifically teach 
a spacing of between 0.1 and 3 mm. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
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art, at the time the invention was made, to utilize such a well known spacing, so as to allow the 
fabric to breathe, eliminating trapped air and potential hazards associated therewith. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 10 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's only argument against the prior art of record is that the ranges aren't 
identical, so the invention cannot be anticipated. Examiner disagrees, in that where the ranges 
overlap, which they most certainly do, the invention is anticipated. As such, Examiner maintains 
his rejection as previously presented. In regards to the claims not previously examined, they are 
newly rejected necessitated by Applicant's amendment.
